Regarding the academic freedom 
statement, Knowlton said it’s prob- 
lematic that the judge and jury are 
one in the same. “I don’t disagree 
with the points [in the statement], but 
I’m worried how they'll be inter- 
preted and implemented.” 

Gordon said the committee has pre- 
sented a grievance procedures docu- 
ment to the administration. The pro- 
posal provides for a committee of 
faculty peers drawn from across the 
university to help resolve grievances 
involving academic freedom. How- 
ever, this proposal is not yet ready to 
be announced. 

Questions of interpretation could 
come up for faculty members. Larry 
Young, assistant professor of sociol- 
ogy, has joined with church groups in 
the past in non-violent civil disobedi- 
ence against nuclear testing in the 
Nevada desert. According to the 
statement on academic freedom, any 
illegal expression by professors 
would be limited. Young’s non-violent 
civil disobedience is illegal by defini- 
tion. 

Young hopes that BYU will leave 
room for expression like his. “If there 
isn’t room for non-violent civil disobe- 
dience we lose something as a commu- 
nity,” he said. 

President Rex. E. Lee said in a 
memo accompanying the academic 
freedom statement, “We have been 
aware for some time that the univer- 
sity has no formalized guidance for 
faculty about the nature of academic 
freedom at BYU.” 

“Formalized guidance” is required 


by BYU’s primary accrediting 
agency, the Northwest Association of 
Schools and Colleges. 


The agency allows reasonable limi- 
tations on faculty expression when 
dictated by institutional purposes, 
but requires those limits to be pub- 
lished candidly.

Schools, shops, office buildings clean up after riots

LOS ANGELES — The death toll 
from riots reached 55 Monday, but 
commuters crowded freeways, chil- 
dren returned to schools and a cur- 
few was lifted. 

Military forces continued patrols 
in areas ravaged by the deadliest ur- 
ban rioting this century. 

Overnight, the largely calm week- 
end was shaken when National 
Guardsmen shot and killed a mo- 
torist who tried to run them down. 
That shooting, the first by troops on 
riot patrol, plus eight new deaths 
reported, brought the toll to 55, au- 
thorities said. 

It surpassed the 48 people killed in 
1917 race riots in East St. Louis, IIl., 
and was the nation’s bloodiest civil 
unrest since the 1863 Civil War draft 


riots in New York City, in which © 


about 1,000 people were killed. 

The riots, which started Wednes- 
day night after the acquittal of four 
white policemen accused in the 
videotaped beating of black motorist 
Rodney King, also left 2,328 people 
injured and 11,724 jailed. 

Mayor Tom Bradley lifted a dusk- 
to-dawn curfew in spite of isolated 
sniping incidents the night before 
and the fatal shooting by National 
Guard troops. 

“T feel good about today and I hope 
that all of us can sense that feeling 
that things are coming back into line 
again,” Bradley said. 

Some commuters returned to 
bumper-to-bumper congestion for 
the first time since looters and arson- 
ists gained a grip over areas in and 
around downtown. The California

Highway Patrol said some freeways 
were clogged, but rush-hour traffic 
overall was lighter than a normal 
Monday morning. 

Schools, shops and office buildings 
reopened throughout the city.

ning. “We’re happy to have service 
up and running, particularly for indi- 
viduals dependent on transit to get 
to their jobs or shopping,” said Rick 
Jager, spokesman for the Southern 
California Rapid Transit District. 
Los Angeles International Air- 
port was mostly back to normal, but 


nighttime arrivals will continue ap- 
proaching from over the ocean 
rather than land to avoid the risk of 
gunfire, said Fred O’Donnell, 
spokesman for the Federal Aviation 

Administration.

Students experience LA riots firsthand

Looting, fires and chaos met students in Los 
Angeles as they tried to carry on with their normal 


The BYU ballroom dance team was in the area 
performing at the Los Angeles Hilton for the 
Emerald Ball Competition. They escaped the tur- 
bulence, but had to perform short-handed after six 
team members skipped the trip for safety reasons. 

“T felt safe. If anything would have happened 
the police would have been there. I think we were 
more scared from what we heard than what we 
saw,” said Tami Irick, a 23-year-old English major 
and ballroom dance team member from Palos 


Irick said the biggest difficulty team members 
experienced was waiting in line for food. There 
was no bread to be found and even the express 
lines had 30-minute waits. 

For those returning home to Los Angeles for the 
summer, the violence didn’t represent the “wel- 
come home” they were expecting. 

“A lot of people are hurting, it slowed down this 
whole city,” said Tisha Barlow, a 20-year-old ju- 
nior majoring in English from Los Angeles. 

Barlow said her family sat around the house 
watching videos and talking during the curfew 
hours. She also noted some of the 
stories of heroism coming in the wake of the vio- 


lence. 


She told of a stake president of The Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints in the area who 
owns a furniture store and spends much of his time 
working in Samoan branches. 

When the riots broke out, a group of Samoan 
church members went to his store and protected it 
from the looters and arsonists.

Barlow said church members have been lending 
a helping hand to victims of the riot.

“After hearing the opinion of those in the news, I 
feel that they don’t understand what is really going 
on. A lot of them are saying this is a result of the 
Rodney King (trial), but mainly it’s just an excuse

“President Benson said, “This site 
will be suitable for a beautiful house of 
the Lord.” 

The $20 million, 100,000 square foot 
temple will stand on the foothills 
above Bountiful, overlooking the 
Great Salt Lake.

William A. “Bucky” Ruth, South Salt Lake, was shot five times during the 
gunfight shortly after midnight Monday with homeowner Don E. Nichols, 60, 
a self-employed mechanic at Nichols’ home, police said. 

Ruth came armed to Nichols’ home and broke through a window. He was 
apparently angry that his ex-girlfriend was living in the same home as 
Nichols, said Sandy Detective Ron Larsen. 

Nichols grabbed his own gun and the men began shooting back and forth, 
moving from room to room in the small, single-story cinder block home. 

When the shoot-out ended, Ruth was dead and Nichols was unscathed. 

Numerous bullet holes were found inside the home, Larsen said. 

Ruth’s former girlfriend, Catherine Finn, 43, has been living at Nichols’ 
home since March, Larsen said. Before the break in and gunfight, Ruth 
reportedly threatened Nichols. 

Finn, who occupied a separate bedroom in the home, was not injured. 

Ruth was shot four times in the chest and once in the leg at close range at the 
end of the gunfight, Larsen said. He was dead when police arrived. 

Nichols was not arrested. Police plan to review the case with the Salt Lake 
County Attorney’s Office. 


Study says mammograms cause cancer 


BOSTON — One of the world’s largest studies of mammograms will 
conclude that women under age 50 are actually more likely to die of breast 
eu after they receive the common tests, say experts familiar with the 
work. 

The research, not yet published, already has come under attack from 
radiologists, who say it was flawed and its conclusions are wrong. Nonethe- 
less, some believe it may persuade health organizations to withdraw their 
support of routine mammograms for women under age 50. , , ‘ 

A survey in 17 states in 1980 found that 3/4 of all U.S. womerlover age 40 had 
gotten at ‘léast’ one mammogram. Thé Canadian National Breast Cancer 
Screening Study was conducted on nearly 90,000 women at 15 hospitals across 
Canada. Experts following the work say it found that those in their 40s who 
were randomly assigned to get mammograms were more likely to die from, 
breast cancer during the next 10 years than were those given physical exams 
alone to check for cancerous lumps.
